Mr. Glasheen recently com- 
piled a 50-page booklet titled, 
“Senior Scholarship Guide,” 


each member of the senior 
class. The booklet was mimeo- 
graphed and bound by his 
secretary, Miss Priscilla Mar- 
shall, and Mrs. Constance 
Meeks, guidance secretary. 

Since the booklet contains 
50 8% x 11 inches pages ‘of 
typewritten and mimeo- 
graphed material, it was a 
king-sized job. The result, 
however, is a concise, factu- 
al bulletin on educational op- 
portunities for Upland High 
School seniors. 

“We are indebted to- the 
State Department of Educa- 
tion for the bulk of material 
contained in this booklet,’ 
Mr. Glasheen said. He point- 
ed out the fact that the pub- 
lication contains the follow- 
ing types of scholarships:

In addition, they carry a 
full load of secretarial assis- 
tance to the cotinselors: Each 
is assigned to two counsel- 
ors—to act as secretary and 
receptionist. Mrs. Stevenson 
is assigned to one counselor 
and to. the director of stu- 
dent activities. The daily: bul- 
letin .comes from her type- 
writer. 


Core Of The School 

In the records office, Mrs.

Here she also 
controls a complete history 
of each student—his_ extra-

PONCHO MAKES LAST 
TIME CHANGE 


Poncho, the Upland dog 
who hit the front pages of 
newspapers over the nation 
in the spring of 1952, is dead. 

The diminutive terrior 
which became the mascot of 
Upland Post Office, died re- 
cently at the ripe old age of 
16 years. For the past two 
years, Poncho had made his 
home in Baldwin Park with 
Mrs. Neva Nash. 

The late Mrs. Neva John- 
son, who resided at 219 N. 
Euclid Ave., was  Poncho’s 
Owner, and _ following her: 
death the beloved little dog 
went to live with her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Nash. 

Poncho’s death was re- 
ported to The NEWS by How- 
ard E. Johnson, 487 W. 23rd 
St., a son of the dog’s owner, 
who said Poncho was _ born 
Nev. 14, 1942. 

Although Mrs. Johnson was 
| Poncho’s owner, his fame 
came due to his loyalty to 
Charlie Deverts, former Up- 
land mail carrier now re- 
tired. Poncho’s sire, Skippy, 
was Mr. Deverts dog who 
for 16 years helped him 
“carry the mail’? by accom- 
panying him on his daily 
mail route in Upland. 

As Skippy’s advanced age 
; began to tell, before his death 
| in 1951, Poncho took over as 
|Mr. Devert’s daily compan- 
ion. Until then, Poncho had 
only greeted the popular post- 
man and canine friend, Skip- 
|py, at the Johnson home 
each day. 

Poncho hit the front pages 
via Associated Press in 1952 
| when the change from stand- 
jard time to daylight savings 
| time took effect and the little
